BOARD OF TEN GOVERNORS.

Srdara e

A special meeting of this Board was beld in the Ko-
tunda on Baturday noon, President B. F. PiNnckxEY in
the chair. Absentees, Mesars, Gunther, Wm. T. Pink-
pey, Smith, and Townsend.

The PrEsiorsT snid that he had convened the Board
in v.ome(;_nuum of serious churges thst bad appesred in
Tue N, Y. Trisvse of the 23d instant, reflecting npon
the public and private repntation of the members of the
Board. In the article alinded to, specific charges had
boen made charging members with kennese, cor-
ruption, and malfeasance. If the charges weretrue he
could not sesociate or even hold public commuanication
with the guilty pariies, The article, in his opinion,
tlcuumdm:lB gome #ction on the of the Heo
expected that Governors Gantherand Win. T. Pinkney
wonld be present directly, and regretted that in con-
sequence of serious illnéss Governors Townsend and
Smith would be unable to attend, 88 he desired s fall
representation. Board, the same new aa hereto-
fore, courted a thorongh investigation and in order to
bring the matter before the Ioard he would pressnt the
following preamble and resolution:

Whereas, In Tux Trinvse of the imun of March 23 grave

The Presinest remarked that the names of all con-
eerned wonld appear upon the investigation.

Mr. Oviver, having attained the floor, said that the
artiole in ToE TrRisUSE, 80 far 4s he knew, was un-
true, and that it wasa moummmi upon the
members of the Board. It wasa fuot that
every public officer, whether State or Municipal, wass
fuir subject for comment by the public press. Their
aocts ware public property, and the prees & right to
doscant upon them. He had been in this Board nearly
five years, and he defied any one to say aught in regard
to his conrse us u public officar, Almost evory wordin
the article in question wae false and nntrne as far as his
knowledge was concernad, and the fulsity of it would
be made u[lnpatent ppon &n investigation. It had been
coneveted by some person who was under thia Board,
und no one but & mean, contemptible individual would
lend his hand, or counive at the publication of such a
penrrilons article. He felt assured that the prinsipsl

reon who bad concocted it was one who had been

ischarged or degraded, and had thus songht, in & cow-
wroly manper, to revenge himself. Tae article in
gnestion charncterized the institutions as dram-shops.
t was true that upou several public occasions
wine had been drank upon the Islunds, und he believed
thist the reporters were here at a mesting of the Board
last Fall, when the lignor matter was bronght np, and
& resolution paseed to prohibit svy liguor or wine from
being so dispensed, It was also asserted that each Gov-
ernor hsd s private closet filled with the choicest wines,
liquors, and i , which he kept under lock aud key,
where he and bis friends went und debanched. It was
charped that five Governore got drank upon the Ialand
snd alept under the table, This was néw to him, an
he did not believe there wus a word of trath in such
usgertions, He wonld say unequivocally that the
charges were false, and he would call for the proof, bt
he knew that no proof could be brought forward. The
charges, he reiterated, wers without trath, and en-
titled to no consideration whatever from the public. It
was no doabt s matter of personul animosity on the part of
oue or more perscus, who had been tarved uwiy by the
Beard for non-stention to their daties. or Lud been
degreded by being aasigned to inferior positions. Thess
perkons were deairous of baviog the law changed
It &% minner to snit themeelves, so that thay eould ob-
tain positions whereby they might control the public
inmitotions. Thess men lud furnished the faots, but
he did mot in reality think that the article had
passed under the supervision of the recoguized head of
the paper. Why did not the projectors of the vile
libel put their nimes 10 it—any snonymons attack wus
cowardly. The article, thongh not editorial, had been
put in the paper in such & way that it sus the pro-
perty of the paper, aud the proprietors he knew were
responsible for it.  He knew that the proprictors did
not write it, but if there was any troth in the mmster
let it be made known. It was intended to have #n
effoct upon the Legislature ut Albsvy. 1f there was
any trath in the matter the Board should be abolished,
and if M record wasnot right, he was witling to be
eiected, The suthor of the article bad done & cow-
wrdly and mean thing in thos wholesaling away the
characters of the members of the Board penerally.
He then reviewed many of the pointe wet forth ailud-
ing to arace which it was said took place betweon the
Penisentinry bosts. He bLad never heard of any
bost racing, and, even suppose, ssid he, the Gover-
nare #hould stimulste the boutmen to u trial of speed,
he would ssk if it was crimine ! The document
would show what he had done, and he for one would
conrt public investigation.

The question upon the resolution wus called for,
when Mr. (30 STHER chme i uod aeked for the resolu-
tiun 1o be again read, which wasdone.  Mr, GusTHER
mnid be did not exsetly spprove of the resolution, and
bes thought that it would look very sivgular taata
commitiee should be apoointed from their own body.
He thooght thut the maiter should be referred to soms
one slae, the Common Coapell, or some other body
with equal powers. lleo wonld sugyest the Leogisla-
tnrs,

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ANOTHER MYSTERIOUS AFFAIR.

—_————

The Oyster Sloop Rpray Sunk near Barnegat

The Captain and his Brother Missing,

—

Capt. J. Webb of the schooner Thomas E. French
arrived on Saturday from Suffolk, Va., and ealled upon
Capt. Weed of the Becond Precinet, to inform him of &
mysterions circumstance which had transpired during
bis voyage hither, Cupt. Webb also nurratad the facta
to our reporter, and they are substantielly as follows:

On the 2let inst., when about four miles north of
Barnegat, he fell in with a sloop lying on her beam-
ends, with apparently no one on bourd. A ghort dis-
tance to the windward lsy s yswl-boas, anchored,
contuining s Chinamap, Thongh the sea was quite
rough, Lie took things very easily, making no signa for
assistance to any of the pumerous veesels in the neigh-
borhood. Capt. Webb motioned to him to cut his
painter, which he did, und was tuken aboard, He
pretended not to understand English, und wheu asked
whit ad become of his ocsptain, made signs that he
was drowned. After 8 while, however, when the
men joked him, he became more communicative, and
told a confused and nspicious story.

Although much of it is undoubtedly untrue, yet
enough bas been confirmed to preeent a striking eoiuci-
dence with the ficts connected with the horrible E. A.
Johnson case, and to rendor it more than probable that
& similar murder may have been committed in the pres-
ent instunce, The Chinamsn's first statement waa that
he was a eesman on board the Spray, of Guilford,
Conn., Capt. Leete, which was the sloop seen on her
beam ends when he was picked up; thet she had that
day been in collision with the Lucinda of Rockaway,
sand had gunk in & few minotes afler the collision, car-
ryiug with her the Captain and his brother, who were
the only persons oo board beside himself. Aferward
be ssid the main sheet had struck the caplatn and
knocked Lim overbourd; st another time, that the cap-
tain wae stunding on the bowsprit at the moment of the
colligion, and waa thrown over by its force; lastly, that
the captain was sick in the cabin, and so went down
with the eloop.

But Capt. Weblb hind occusion to run into Little Egg
Harbor, snd there found the sloop Lucinda, in & dis-
abled condition. Her master stuted distinetly that, st
the time of the collision, he saw no one aboard the
Spruy but the Chinaman, and that the deck of the
sloop was strewn with bedding, furniture, &c., aa if
the eabin had been plondered und the contents seat-
tered on deck. Capt. Webb found, however, in the
yuwl-Uoat with the Chinaman, nothing but & compass,
butchet, and & few provisious, so thut if wuy murder
hue been committed, it would seem to have been insti-
gated by revenge, rather than by a desire for plunder,

In corroboration of thia, it iz enid that the Cninaman,
who is well known among our boatmen by the name
of John Lorl, or * Jackalord,” has sailed with the
missing captain, Leete, for severnl yoars; that over a
yesr sgo he stole 8 considernble sum of money from
Lis enperior and ran off to New-Haven, where he was
captured and bronght back to New-York. Capt, Leets,
bowever, refused to appesr aguinst him, and again
took him into pervice. He is ssid to possess the dog-
ged, revengeful, Chinese disposition, snd it iz not uo-
likely that he pever forgave the man whom he had
injared.

Under the circumstances known fo Captain Webh,
it peeton very singular that he did pot clossly confive
the Chinaman, sud briog him at once to the United
States authordtier in this city, On the contrary, he al-
lowed him to come on shore with him in & small boat,
unguarded, and, us soon ms the land was reached,
Juckalord mude s epring and disappeared throngh the
crowd, sinee which time he hus not been seen. The
sloop Spray now lies where Capt. Webb found her,
exposed to the full force of the waves, and is now

LATEST PARTICVLARS,

From our Marive Reporter.
In our edition of Friday we published & paragraph,

siating that the pilot-boat George Steers, Ko. 6, cume
up the day previous, and reported that, when off Bar-
negat, at 2 p, m., ehe gaw two sloops come in collision,
one of which eank soon afterwards. The George
Steers left again, the following day, for sea, and ar-
rived at the city yesterday a4 10 a. m,, with & sloop in
tow. Upen boarding the pilot-boat, we guthered the
following information: On Wedoesday, the 21st inet.,
st 2 p. m., when ubout four or five miles to the north-
ward of Barnegat, the pilot on the Bieers saw two
eloops, sailing in oppoeite directions (one of which waa
quite emall—the other was ahout 30 tons), come in cal-
lision. The emall sloop, which was bound to the
northward, had her boweptit carried awuy, while the
other ran near the beach and anchored.

They saw but one man on board the ope tha! an-
chored, sud he was in the sot of Jowering away the
yawl, while the vessel was spparently sinking. Sev-
eral veasels were at the time qaite near to her; some
stundivg south, und others north. The people
ou the Steers wonld have gone to ber, but supposed she
would recelve assistance fromsome of the others. The
Steers then procesded 1o the city, and went to seu
nguin the following day, On the 24th inst., &t noon,
they oume upon u sloop suchored, sunk, nod lying
upon ber beam ends (this was sbont four miles north of
Barnegat), She had been completely stripped of sails
und rigging. The pilots immediutely resolved to make
an eflort to et her into port, so they mude fast to the
mast, which eame ont, aud the vessel righted.

They set the mast adrift, and took the vessel in
tow, and brooght her to this city, They could not
uscerinin ber name, us ber ptern was under water; bat
our shipnews reporter, mpon examining the wreek,
asw something flosting in the cabin, which he fished
ont. 1t proved to be & portion of & tables; under it waa
i Jarge burgee, with the name ** Spray”’ upon it, lenv-
ing no doubt ma to the identity of the vessel. The
Spray is & sloop cf about 30 tuns, printed flesh color
outeide, with vellow und red streaks, bulwurks inside
green, deck light lead color; she has flush deck, with
center bourd; bas had her port quarter stove and
putched. There was about the half of & man’s shirt
elinging to the side, stained with something having
the sppenrance of blood or iron rust,
